Gordon Washburn, Director of the Carnegie Institute 
Department of Fine Arts, was the sole juror of selection and 
awards. The monitor was Joel Barletta. 

Mr. Washburn arrived early in the week of March 8th and 
spent some time visiting galleries, exhibitions and artists' stu¬ 
dios in the area prior to the judging of the exhibition. A press 
conference was arranged for Mr. Washburn on Tuesday, March 
10th. It was attended by representatives of the four major San 
Francisco daily papers and the Oakland Tribune. The confer¬ 
ence progressed very smoothly and resulted in interesting reports 
and publicity in all of the papers represented. 




















Mr Washburn stated that he "leapt at the chance" to judge 
the Annual and that he thought a one-man jury is an excellent 
institution because it eliminates compromise decisions. Mr. 
Washburn was very complimentary in his remarks on Bay area 
art and feels that the area is rich in varied talent ably expressed 
rather than represented by a regional style. 

A quick check of the accepted entries shows that twenty- 
five out-of-state artists are represented by a total of thirty 
entries. States represented are Arizona, Illinois, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Nevada, New Mexico, Oregon, Pennsylvania and 
Washington. 148 California artists are represented by 176 works. 
Of the Californians, about 125 reside in the nine counties which 
touch upon the Bay. 

Fifty-three artist-members of the San Francisco Art Associ¬ 
ation had work accepted. Four members, Jeremy Anderson, 
Richard Diebenkorn, William Morehouse and Elizabeth Quandt 
received prizes or awards. 

Most heartening is the outstanding showing made by current 
students and recent graduates of the California School of Fine 
Arts. Fifteen currently enrolled students or graduates of last 
June were represented, a good 10 per cent of the total number 
of California artists. In addition, Robert Downs, June 1958 
graduate, received the $500 purchase prize; Win Ng, current 
student received the $300 purchase prize; Keith Metzler, now a 
graduate student received a $100 award and Bill Wiley also 
currently enrolled received a $100 award. 

FUTURE ANNUALS 

In response to the Council’s invitation, Mr. George D. Culler, 
Director of the S. F. Museum, attended the March meeting of 
the Council to discuss the relationship of the Museum to the 
artists and the community. Mr. Culler discussed the Annuals 
in respect to the mechanical problems involved and also the 
policy making and objectives of the show. He suggested that 
the Annuals always be held during the same month of the year 
and that planning for the next year’s show begin immediately 
upon the close of the current exhibition. The Council voted to 
have a committee appointed to meet with the Museum admin¬ 
istration. 

THE POSTER 

The poster you saw announcing the 78th Annual was made at the 
suggestion of the Museum. The Council asked Dorr Bothwell to 
do the design for silk screen reproduction. Lettering was done 
by the Advertising Art Department of CSFA. Most were printed 
on heavy stock and distributed throughout the Bay area by mem¬ 
bers of the Women’s Board of the Museum. A number were 
printed on lighter weight paper and are being sold at the Museum 
bookstore for $1. 00 each. The Museum defrayed the costs of 
printing. The poster was most successful and Mr. Culler has 
asked that it be an annual event. The Council will make plans 
for this. 


THE WOMEN’S AUXILIARY FASHION SHOW 

The fashion show. Promenade d’Elegance, sponsored 
by the Women’s Auxiliary at I. Magnin’s netted 
$4, 225. 00, which will be spent on CSFA equipment. 
The members of the Auxiliary deserve not only thanks, 
but praise for their generous contributions of time to 
publicity and decorations and their work as hostesses. 
The affair was truly elegant and most successful in 
all ways . . even if Millie Robbins of the Chronicle 
is nostalgic about the old-time artists' balls . . 
which, as she states, were much less dignified. 


THE RUMMAGE SALE 

Ruth Cravath resigned as Chairman of the Fund-raising Com¬ 
mittee because of her impending departure for Europe with 
Dorothy Cravath. David Kasmire was appointed to succeed 
her as chairman It has been decided not to have the rummage 
sale this year. 


All SFAA members are reminded to pick up 
their paintings from the current Annual WITH¬ 
IN SIX WEEKS AFTER THE CLOSING OF THE 
EXHIBITION. Mr. Culler informs us that the 
Museum's storage space is becoming severely 
strained, that there are many paintings which 
were never picked up after exhibitions of pre¬ 
vious years. These MUST be removed from 
the Museum. ALL ARTIST MEMBERS are re¬ 
quested to pick up all work that is still at the 
Museum. 


ADELINE KENT BEQUEST 

The terms of the Nealie Sullivan Award as stated in the will of 
Adeline Kent are as follows: "Cash in the amount of $10, 000 is 
deposited in the savings account for the purpose of making nine 
annual $1, 000 awards and a final award of $1, 000 plus all 
interest accumulated on the fund to talented, promising and 
deserving artists working in California, to be known as the 
"Nealie Sullivan Award", the first award to be made approxi¬ 
mately one year after the final distribution of the estate of the 
decedent. The award is to be made by a jury of three quali¬ 
fied persons selected by the artist members of the Board of 
Directors of the San Francisco Art Association, and similar jur¬ 
ies to be selected in the same way for each of the nine following 
years. In making the awards, the juries shall be guided by said 
decedent’s wish to give needed help to artists of real talent and 
promise. 

The first award is being presented on Friday, May 8 to sculptor 
Manuel Neri. Jurors were Elmer Bischoff, David Tollerton and 
John Humphries.

WHAT’S HAPPENING IN THE ART BANK 

Joel Barletta, Chairman of the Art Bank and Membership Com¬ 
mittee, was inadvertently omitted from the list of committee 
members in the last Newsletter. 

Since December, 34 items have been loaned for exhibition out¬ 
side of the Bay area. This figure does not include loans to ex¬ 
hibitions listed below. 

The number of requests for further information have been re¬ 
ceived from artist-members whose work was included in the 
"Far East Exhibition. " This show was selected by Mrs. R. M. 
Look, wife of the Deputy Director of the Office of Public In¬ 
formation, U. S. Civil Administration of the Ryukyus. Schedul¬ 
ed originally for showing only on the island of Okinawa, the ex¬ 
hibition is now expected to be shown also in a number of other 
American Cultural Centers in the Ryukyu Islands, Japan, and 
perhaps the Philippines. 
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The RIAL, sponsoring organization for the exhibition in Okinawa, 
scheduled a large reception for the opening of the show on April 
23. A bilingual catalogue is also planned, copies of which will 
be sent to each participating artist.

A special exhibition drawn from the Art Bank has been organ¬ 
ized by Utah State University at Logan, Utah. It will be 
shown in the galleries of the new Student Union Building. In 
the past this university has each year organized an invitational 
exhibition of American painting. Last fall, however, the art 
faculty was sufficiently impressed with the SFAA Members’ 
Exhibition at the Legion of Honor to drop the American Paint¬ 
ing show in favor of a SFAA exhibition.

In addition to its activities in travelling exhibitions, the Art 
Bank has also been the focus of attention for a number of visi¬ 
tors to the area. Foremost of these, is of course, Mr. Gordon 
Washburn, who visited the Bank and surveyed the work in it 
before his press conference Several dealers have also visited 
the Bank in recent weeks. These are Mr. Charles Gimpel of 
Gimpel Fils, an important London gallery; Mr. Everett Ellin 
of the Everett Ellin Gallery in Los Angeles (Mr. Ellin requested 
work of Wally Hedrick, David Simpson and Gardiner McCauley 
for consignment to his gallery) and the director of the new 
Staempfli Gallery in New York. (Among the Art Bank artists, 

Mr. Staempfli expressed special interest in Elmer Bischoff, 

Julius Wasserstein, Nell Sinton and Robert Dhaemers. He has 
subsequently purchased work from each of these artists.) The 
important position which these visitors hold in the art world 
points up the necessity for each artist represented in the Bank 
to place on deposit only his finest, most representative work. 


Artists should remember that though every precaution is taken 
for the security of their work while on display or in storage in 
the Art Bank or in the SFAA Gallery, the work is insured only 
while in transit or on loan exhibition. Artists wishing to insure 
their work while at the Bank may do so at a cost of 100 per $100 
valuation per month. Further information about such insurance 
may be obtained from the Administrator of the Bank. 


So that the Bank will be able to keep its commitments to in¬ 
stitutions borrowing work, it will be necessary for artists who 
might plan to remove their work to give at least thirty days 
advance notice. Naturally, the Administrator will exercise 
every precaution to be sure that loans are made only to bona- 
fide institutions of the highest calibre. However, of course 
his decision will have to be the final one in determining 
whether or not a work requested by an institution will be lent 
to it.

Administrative changes
